Equipped with factory AC power supply, however, I forgot to record 
the type. Also accepts the standard BC221 battery. 

Comment: At the high end of its range, its about as stable as a 50 
foot tower made of 2x4's nailed end to end, even after a 15 minute 
warmup. It would have been great if they had made the Corrector 
control with a vernier drive. 


Here is something interesting from the BC221 manual. Most frequent causes 
of errors are: 


Description Max Error in Cps 
- Small shocks or thrust pressure on the 100 
panel when using the equipment. 
- The action of locking the dial. 30 
- Warmup drift. 100 
- Changing of load on antenna post. 50 
- Drop of 10% in battery voltage or a 325 
5 deg C change in ambient temperature. 
- Error in calibration. 500 
- Error in crystal frequency. 250 


Total possible error 1,350 cps 
or .034% at 4 Mhz 


The manual also states that maximum errors will occur at 4 Mhz and 
its harmonics but no reason is given as to why it's 4 Mhz.

Greetings, 


After acquiring a wayward R390/URR this weekend, I once again would like to 
tap the collective experience of this list. The biggest known problem with 
this receiver involves the PTO which had previously been removed (and not 
completely reinstalled). 


1) The middle piece of the Oldham coupler is missing. This is the part 
which resembles a thick washer having two machined grooves cut across it, 
one on each side. Any suggestions for a good substitute? Fair Radio 
doesn't seem to have Oldham couplers for R390's. 

2) Presumably the PTO in this receiver has a substantial problem which led 
to its removal once upon a time. Again, Fair Radio doesn't seem to have 
PTO's for the R390 although they do have R390A PTO's. Looking at them 
side-by-side, the R390 PTO and R390A PTO have a number of things in common, 
including mounting. Unfortunately, the electrical connectors are different. 
Has anyone put an R390A PTO into an R390 with success? Presuming that they 
share common signals this would simply involve connector replacement. 

3) Anybody have experience fixing these PTO's? This one appears complete 
just opened up a little. 

4) The power connector for the R390 is oddball. If I'm lucky I'll be able 
to pick up the one advertised today. If not, any suggestions for a suitable 
substitute? 

5) Finally, I have no documentation for this beast. I'd be grateful for a 
copy of the schematics or a tech manual for the R390/URR. (My R390A 
documentation just doesn't seem to have lots of relevance to this beast, 
although I did notice that the R390 does use those silly 2625's.) As 
always, glad to reimburse costs plus coffee money. 

6) Almost forgot, this receiver came to me sans small knobs. If you just 
happen to have a set, please let me know.

In all the years I've seen thm used and misused, they have been fairly 
reliable! The tube that stands out as a possible troublemaker, is the 
6U8. It has been misused, but the life of them is kinda short. Another 
"sleeper" for failing easily (my vote for the #1 troublemaker) is the 
12AT7. Many times the so-called ruggedized replacement, the 5751 won't 
work the same, as their characteristics as a bit different! 

Another tube that likes to partially fail frequently is the 3525 
and the 35W4 rectifiers.
